Also, 
regarding 1 claims 1 and 1 1 , the applicant is claiming both panels and a system that are vertically moveable without changing the horizontal 
orientation of the system. This has potentially created a 35 (JSC Section 112 situation because of possible double inclusions. Regarding 
claims 12 and 25, the applicant has included limitation language not previously presented, i.e. "so as to partially impede..." Furthermore, 
the examiner could not find persuasive arguments directed specifically to the rejection of claims 21 and 22.
